SOUNDS NOTE OF WARNING 
Letter to Governor Durbin of In-

Oyster Bay, L. L, Aug. 9.—[Special.}— 
President Roosevelt has sounded a note of 
alarm aver the increasing tendency toward 
the punishment of crime by mob violence. 

In a letter to Gov. Durbin of Indiana the 


president warns the people of the entire | 


nation that by permitting or condoning mob 
violence they are weakening the bonds of 
civilization and increasing the chances of 
the overthrow of the republic and of the sub- 
stitution therefor of a system in which there 
shall be violent alternations of anarchy and 
tyranny, 


“Lynch Law Is Lawlessness.”’ 

The president calls on enlightened publi@® 
sentiment to oppose with all its influence the 
tendency to mob violence. He declares that 
lynch law is lawlessness, that lawlessness 
grows With what it feeds on, and that when 
mobs with impunity lynch criminals for one 
crime they are certain to begin to lynch real 
or alleged criminals for other causes. 


Leads to Other Crimes. 
The president points out that when the 


minds of men are habituated to the use of 
terture to avenge crimes of a revolting de- 


scription, other lawless bodies will use tor-] | 


ture to punish crimes of an ordinary type. 
President Roosevelt vigorously urges that 
the penalty for that crime which most fre- 
quently induces a resort to lynching shall be 
applied swiftly and surely, but by due process 
of the courts, so that it may be Gemonstrated 


“that the law is adequate to deal with 


crime by freeing it from every vestige of 
technicality and delay,” 


Roosevelt’s Letter in Full. 

President Roosevelt's letter to the gov- 
ernor of Indiana was made publictonight. It 
is as follows: 

* Oyster Bay, N. Y., Aug. 6, 1008.—My Dear 
Gov. Durbin: Permit me to thank you as an 
American citizen for the admirable way in 
which you have vindicated the majesty of 


the law by your recent action in reference 


to lynching. | 

“1 feel, my dear sir, that you have made 
all men debtors believe, as all far 
seeing men must, that the well being, indeed 
the existence, of the republic depends upen- 
that spirit of orderly liberty under the law 
which is as incompatible with mob violence 
as with any form of despotism. Of course, 
mob violence is simply one form pf anarchy; 
and anarchy is now, as it always has been, 
the handmaiden and forerunner jof tyranny. 

“I feel that you have not only reflected 


honor upon the state which for its good. 
fortune has you as its chief executive, but } 


upon thé whole nation, It is incumbent upon 
every man throughout this country not only 
to hold’ up your hands in the course you 
have been following, but to show his realiza- 
tion that the matter is one of vital concern 
to us all. 

Cause for Grave Alarm. | 

“ All thoughtful men must feel the great- 
est alarm over the growth of lynching in 
this country, and especially over the pecu- 
liarly hideous form so often taken by mob 
violence when colored men are the victims— 
on which occasions the mob seems to lay 
most weight, not on the crime, but on the 
color of/the criminal. 

certain proportion of these cases 
the man lynched has been guilty of a crime 
horrible beyond description, a crime so hor- 
rible that as far as he himself is concerned 
he has forfeited the right to any kind of 
sympathy whatsoever, The feeling of all 
good citizens that such a hideous-crime shall 
not be hideously punished by mob violence 
is due not in the least to sympathy for the 
criminal, but to a lively sense of the train 
of dreadful consequences which follow the 
course taken by the mob In exacting inhu- 
man vengeance for an inhuman wrong. 


Negro Has Duty to Perform. 

“In such cases, moreover, it is well to re- 
member that the criminal not merely sins 
against humanity in inexpiable and unpar- 
donable fashion, but sins particularly against 
his own race, and does them*a wrong far 
greater than any white man can possibly do 
them. Therefore, in such cases the colored 
people throughout the land should in every 
possible way show their belief that they, more 
than all others in the community, are horri- 
fied at the commission of such a crime and 
are peculiarly concerned in taking every pos- 
sible measure to prevent its recurrence and 
to bring the criminal to immediate justice. 
The slightest lack of vigor either in denun- 
ciation of the crime or in bringing the crim- 
inal to justice is itself unpardonable. 

** Moreover, every effort should be made 
under the law to expedite the proceedings of 
justice in the case of such an awful crime. 
But it cannot be necessary in order to accom- 
plish this to deprive any citizen of those 
fundamental rights to be heard in his own 
defense, which are so dear to us alland which 
le at thé root of our liberty. | 


Reforms in Laws Needed. 

“It certainly ought to be possible by the 
proper administration of the laws to secure 
swift vengeance upon the criminal; and the 
best and immediate efforts of all legislators, 
judges, and citizens should be addressed to 
securing such reforms in. our-legal procedure 
as to leave no vestige of excuse for those 
misguided men who undertake to reap ven- 
geance through violent methods. 

* Men who have been guilty of a crime like 
rape or murder should be visited with swift 
and certain punishment, and the just effort 
made by the courts to protect them in their 
rights should under no circumstances be 
perverted into permitting any mere tech- 
nicality to avert or delay their punishment. 

‘“ The substantial rights of the prisoner to 
a fair trial must of course be guaranteed, as 
you have so justly insisted that they should 
be; but, subject to this guarantee, the law 
must work swiftly and surely, and all the 
agents of the law should realize the wrong 
they do when they permit justice to be de- 
layed or thwarted for technica! or insufficient 
reasons. We must show that the law is 
adequate to deal with crime by freeing it 
from every vestige of technicality and delay. 

“ But the fullest recognition of the horror 
of the crime and the most complete lack of 
sympathy with the criminal cannot in the

ASSASSIN’S AIM IS BAD 


Italian Anarchist Fires Two Shots 
at French Premier. 


BOTH BULLETS MISS MARK. 


Crowds of Citizens at Marseilles Try to 
Would-Be Murderer. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

MARSEILLES, Aug. 9.—An Itallan an- 
archist named Sanvaire Picolo attempted to 
assassinate the French premier, M, Combes, 
here this afternoon. He fired two shots at 
the premier, but both bullets flew wild. 

The attempt on the life of the prime minis- 
ter was witnessed by a large crowd of citi- 
zens, and the police had difficulty in protect- 
ing the would-be assassin. | 

Premier Combes was returning to the 
prefecture in a carriage from a banquet 
given by the Friendly Society of Teachers, at 
which M. Pelletan, minister of marine, and 
Henri Brisson, deputy for Marseilles, and a 
number of senators and deputies were pres- 


ent. 
Would-Be Assassin Seized. 


As the premier’s carriage was passing 
through the streets a man fired two shots 
at him. The assassin was immediately 
seized by the crowd. He was dressed in the 
rough clothes usually worn by fishermen, 

His companion drew a knife, but the police 
quickly disarmed him. The man who Gred 
the shots struggled desperately, but was soon 


overcome, handcuffed, and taken to the pre- . 


fecture. 


His Revolver Is Found. 


The man said his name was Sanvaire 
Picolo. He spoke French with a strong 
Italian accent. He denied that he had fired 
the shots, but when searched a revolver was 
found with two chambers which had been 
recently fired. 

It ls believed that Picolo and his com- 
panion, who had effected his escape during 
the confusion, are both dangerous anar- 
chists. The police are aware of the presence 
in Marseilles of a number of other anar- 
chists. 


The officia] report minimizes the incident. 


It states that a number of men threw toma- 
toes at the premier’s carriage and that the

PIUS X. CROWNED 


HEAD OF CHURCH 


Magnificent Ceremony in Ca- 


thedral of St. Peter Is At- 
tended by an Enor- 
mous Throng. 


ALL CHEER THE PONTIFF. 


Roman Populace Spends Many 


Hours in Waiting for Doors. 
to Open—Pope Calm Dur- 


ing the Services, 


ROME, Aug. 9.—With gorgeous and s0le 
emn ceremony Pope Piux X. was crowned 
today head of the Roman Catholic church, 
Princes and high dignitaries of the chureh, 
diplomats. and Roman nobles surrounded the 
new pontiff. during the services, and never 


was St.’ Peter’s crowded for any rite of the 


church as it was today. 

As Cardinal Macchi, the dean of the cardl- 
nal deacons, placed the triple crown on the 
head of the venerable pontiff the throng of 
70,000 persons gathered within the cathedral 
burst into unrestrained acclamations;, the 
choir intoned a hymn of triumph, and the 
bells of Rome rang out a joyful peal, . 

The papal throne, a bewildering mixture 
of gold, red, and silver, was erected in front 
of the high altar. On the altar, which was 


dressed in white, stood the famous silver gilt 


candlesticks and a magnificent crucifix. 
. All the available standing space within the 


‘cathedral was divided into sections by wood- 


en barriers, which to a certain extent kept 
the vast crowd in order. | 


Throng Gathers in the Fog. 

In the early hours after sunrise a thick 
fog hung over Rome, and one bank of the 
Tiber could not be seen from the other, 
while from the St. Angelo bridge one seemed. 
to look into a fathomless abyss instead of 
into the river. 

The effect was especially magnificent on 
entering the piazza of St, Peter’s. At times 
Michael Angelo’s great dome disappeared 
completely from yiew, while at others it 
appeared through the flowing golden mist. 

As the morning wore on the fog dispersed 
and the sun shone with all its southern in- 
tensity until it became unbearably hot, and 
the stones, columns, and statues seemed to 
radiate the heat on the thousands waiting 
to enter the church. At 6a. m. the ringing 
of hells announced the imminent opening of 
the doors and a commotion at once began 
among the crowd. But ten minutes had te 
elapse before the doors were opened. The 
police and Italian soldiers had a difficult 


task to maintain order, as the crushing and — 
‘fatigue had begun to tell on the patience of 


the people. 
Rush Into Cathedral 

When the doors were opened the inrush was 
terrific, many who started from the bottom 
of the steps outside were lifted off their feet 
and carried into the cathedral. It was @ 
great human tofrent let loose, thousands of 
people rushing, crushing, and squeezing amid 
screams, protests, gesticulations, and cries 
for help. But once in the whirlpool thére 
Was no escape and the compactness of the 
crowd proved to be the safet® of those caught 
in it. Women fainted in large numbers and 
even men were overcome by the heat, but no 
serious accidents were reported. 

After their entrance the people had further 
leng hours of waiting, and it is computed 
that the majority were on their feet alto- 
gether ten hours, five before the ceremony 
and another five hours while it lasted. 

Those who had received specia! invitations, 
including the high ecclesiastics who were 
not participating in the procession, the 
diplomats, and the Roman aristocracy, had 


a reserved entrance through the sacristy of - 


St. Peter's. Among the aristocracy there 
was a great mixture of those Roman nobles 


who remain faithful to the papacy and those - 


adhering to the quirinal. 
Forming of Papal Procession. 


Inside the vatican palace there was no less 
tmovement and bustle as the papal proces- 
sion, composed of about 500 persons, all of 
whom had gathered early in the apostolic 
palace, was formed. The pope seemed the 
only tranquil one among them all. He rose 
thusually early and took a stroll in the 
vatican garden. Then he allowed himself 
tc be dressed by the cardinals. He evinced 


‘no nervousness, affd even said jokingly to 


the master of ceremonies, who the other 
day suggested that he should use the plural 
form in speaking of himself: “‘ We feel well 
this morning, but we may be different on 
returning from our coronation.” 

Just before entering the sedia gestatoria 
he asked for his spectacles, and when the 
master of ceremonies discreetly hinted that 
his holiness would look better without them 
be said: “I have no desire to appear what 
I am not,” and, in fact, he wore them dur- 
ing the entire ceremony. °~ | 

Pius X. Borne to St. Peter’s. 

The central figure in the long cortége was 
Pius X., borne in the sedia gestatoria. His 
heavy white robes and the red and gold 


| miter were worn without an effort, making 
»| a vivid contrast to those memorable occa-_ 
sions on which Pope Leo XIIL wore them, 


for Leo seemed always unabie to support 
their weight. Over the pontiff's head a 
canopy was held by eight men, while the

tips gave a touch of barbaric splendor. 
Surrounding Pope Pius were the noble 
guard in new red uniforms and gleaming 
helmets and carrying drawn swords, while 
in front marched the cardinals. Another 
figure was the chaplain, in his crimson cope, 


‘bearing the cushion on which reposed the 


famous triple crown. He was accompanied 
by the pontifical jeweler and by a special 
guard composed of Swiss, and was followed 
by the ghofr of the Sistine chapel, which 


‘gang as it went along. 


Before leaving the vatican the pope went to 
the Sistine chapel to worship before the sac- 
fament exposed therein, thence passing 
through the sala regia and the Constantine 
staircase into the portico of the basilica. 
He there seated himself on a throne erected 
directly before the holy door, and with seats 
around for the members of the sacred col- 
lege, the chapter of St. Peter's and the papal 
court; at the right of the throne stood Prince 
Orsini, the assistant to the papal throne, who 
withdrew his recent resignation of the post 
in order to participate at the function. Im- 
mediately beside the pope were the major 
Mer. Cagiano; the master of the

knelt and kissed the foot of the He.

ous pontificate.” 

Phe procession then reformed and pro- 
ceeded to the door of the basilica, through 
which Pius X. cast an almost terror stricken 
giance, whispering to Dr. Lapponi, “ Shall I 
ever be able to go through with it?” 

The people in the basilica had meantime 
become impatient, and when the gleaming 
cross which preceded the cortege was seen 
it was greeted with great applause. Cries 
of * Pius, our pope, our father” and “ Long 
live Pius X." were raised notwithstanding 
the large placards posted all over the basili- 
ca saying: “ Acclamations are forbidden.” 
Leaflets to the same effect were distributed 
among the crowd. The cries continued until 
the pontiff was compelled to rise and bless 
the multitude, and at the same time he made 
a sign for more reverential behavior. Silence 
was obtained when the choir announced its 
entrance with the resounding notes of the 
Eece Sacerdos Magnus,’ which were ac- 
companied by the sweet notes of the silver 
trumpets. 

A cuatet ceremony was then carried out. 
The master of ceremonies knelt three times 
before the pontiff. each time lighting a 
handful of hemp. which surmounted a silver 

_ torch. and as the flame flashed and then died 
“put he chanted, “ Holy Fa‘her, thus passeth 
away the glory of the world.” 

The procession then moved on, the pope’s 
face meanwhile illuminated by a smile. At 
the chapel of the sacrament there was an- 
other halt. and his holiness left the seda 
gestatoria and prayed at the altar. On fe- 
entering the chair hé was carried to the 
chapel of St. Gregory. where he officisted at 
a mass, being assisted by Cardinals Macchi, 
Di Pietro, Segna, and Vannutelll. Then all 
the cardinals donned their silver copes and 
white miters and the pope was borne to the 
throne amid renewed acclamations and wav- 
ing of handkerchiefs, fans. and hats. 

The scene presented on his mounting the 
throne formed a magnificent picture. Two 
lines of cardinals clad in silver and scarlet 
reached to the high altar with fits burden of 
burning candles and sacred vessels, while 
around stood the papal guards, the pontifical 
court, monks, and officials. The cathedral 
was illuminated with twinkling lights. while 
the marble columns and walls rendered the 
color scheme more vivid. 

From the throne Pius X.. surrounded by 
his suite, walked to the high altar, stand- 
ing over the crypt of St. Peter, into which 
meanwhile Cardinal Macchi descended to 

ray. The altar was surmounted by a 

idachino supported by four historic bronse 
Pillars taken from the Parthenon. ; 


Pallium Laid on His Shoulders. 


The pope then blessed the altar, and after 
saying the indulgentiam the maniple, a 
Symbol of the cord with which Christ was 
bound on his capture, was placed, with great 
‘c@remony, on thé pope’s arm. At the same 
time prayers for the coronation were re- 
cited by Cardinals Vannutelli, Mocenni, Agli- 
ardi, and Satolli. Returning from the crypt, 
Cardinal Macchi placed upon the shoulders 
of the pope the pontifical pallium and at- 
tached it with three golden jeweled pins, 
saying: 

“ Receive this sacred pallium as a symbol 
of the fullness of the pontifical office in 
honor of Almighty God, the most glorious 
Virgin Mary, his: mother, the blessed apos- 


tles, St. Peter and St. Paul, and the holy d 


Roman Catholic church.” 

Mass then was celebrated, the voice of the 
pope becoming gradually more firm and so- 
norous, until it was even audible in the most 
distant corner of the church. Following this 
Cardinal Macchi performed the rite of in- 
ecensing the pope, whom he subsequently 
kissed three times on the cheeks-and chest, 

as did Cardinals Segna and Vannutelli. 

Upon the pope’s return to the throne the 
cardinals offered their last obedience to the 
. pontiff, kissing his hand and feet, and being 

4 embraced by him twice in turn. The bisho 
and archbishops kissed his foot and right 
knee, while the abbots kissed only his foot. 
The holy father then walked to the shrine 

' of St. Peter for the culminating rites of the 
: ceremony. The whole sacred college gath- 
ered about the pope. Cardinal Macchi then 
recited the “‘ Pater Noster ’’ and offered the 

following prayer: 

“ Omnipotent and ever eternal God, digni-

“ Amen,” again burst forth from the con- 
course. 

Pope Pius had scarcely strength left to 
impart the apostolic benediction. Cardinals 
Macchi and Segna pronounced a plenany tn- 
duigence on all present, and the procession 
then reformed and left the basilica in the 
same form as it came. 

The pope was visibly fatigued and his right 
hand shook as he raised it time after time 
to bestow his blessing. 

When the ceremony was over a!! the exits 
to the basicila were opened and within less 

+ ° than an hour the vast cathedral was empty. 

This evening, when the pontiff received the 

duke of Parma, he said to him: 
»“ Not counting the election, today was the 
most tremendous experience of my life. I 
must find @ way to stop the noise in the 
church. It is an offense against religion.” 


_ Italy Aids in Keeping Order. 


It is regarded as almost marvelous, con- 
= sidering the tremendous crowd at St. 
Peter's today, that not a single untoward 
incident took place, and the perfect order 
ts attributed to the good organization of the 
inilitary and the police. Premier Zanardelli, 
although not well, remained in Rome pur- 
rcSely to direct the policy of the government. 
He left immediately after the coronation, 
suying: Rome and Italy have given proof to 
the world of the freedom of the church.” 
The officials of the vatican refused diplo- 
matists accredited to the quirinal any facili- 
ties for being present at the coronation. 
Nevertheless, some of them were there as 
private individuals, through the courtesy of 
their colleagues of the French embassy to 
the vatican. 
Besides Cardinal Gibbons there were pres- 
gent at the ceremony today Mgr. Kennedy 
and the entire American college party, the 
archbishop of Manila, Mgr. O'Connell, rector 
of Washington university, and the Very Rev. 
ane P, Grannan of the same institution, 
Father Wall and Father John E. Burke, 
both of New York, Father E. W. Fowler of 
Bioux City, Ia., and Fatter Thomas B. Dono- 
van of Montgomery, Ala.

LAST OF THE LUCIANOS MUR- 
 DERED IN NEW ORLEANS. 


Italian Who Figured in So Many Trag- 
edies Is Himself Assassinated by a 
Man Who Pretended to Be His Friend 
—Murderer Makes His Escape, but Is 
80 Well Known That the Police 
Have No Difficulty in (Crrtuwring 
Him. 


New Orleans. La., Aug. 9.—[(Special.]—As 
a result of a vendetta, in which there seem 
to be sdme traces of the Mafia, Antonio 
Luciano, the last survivar here of the Lu- 
clanos, was assassinated today in. Snell's 
photograph studio by Antonio Sparo, 

Sparo had been chosen to assassinate Lu- 
cilano and had been ingratiating himself into 
his victim’s favor for a week past. So well 
had he succeeded that Luciano took him to- 
day to the gallery to show him the picture of 
his dead wife, which he highly valued. Sparo 
took the opportunity while his friend was 
getting the photograph to shoot him in the 
back. 

Sparo fled, but the police knew: him too 
well, and he was captured later. — 

Figures in Many Tragedies. 

Luciano was the center of a succession of 


‘tragedies ever since he opened &@ grocery 


here on Poydras street. First he was at- 
tacked by armed Mafias, and his brother, 
Luigi Luciano and a friend, Ventura, were 
assassinated, two of the assassins being 
wounded. All the persons engaged in the 
affair were arrested. While in prison An- 
tondo Luciano was allowed to go to the fu- 
reral 6f his brother, and while there mur- 
Gered an Italian who was bending over the 
corpse, explaining to the police that the 
mourner was the man who had assassinated . 
his brother, 

Luciano was taken back to jail When his 
wife died a few weeks afterwards from an 
accident while visiting him, for a second time 
Luciano was permitt to go out under a 
guard to attend the funeral. 
| Insane at Wife’s Funeral. 

He became violently insane at the funeral 
and remained so for several weeks. When 
finally tried he was acquitted and gave a 
dinner to the jury and all the prisoners in 
the parish prison, several hundred in num- 
ber, having pledged himself to St. Anthony, 
his patron saint, to do so in case of his ac- 
quittal. 

Another Luciano, a cousin, who was work- 
ing with the dead man, and who was wound- 
ed in the first vendetta, fled to New York at 
the time and is believed to have changed his 
name in order to escape threatened assassi- 
nation. 

| Mafia Must Cease Its Work. 

Brooklyn, N. Y., Aug. 9.—Publicly denounc- 
ing the Mafia secret society, Judge Aspinwall, 
in the Kings County court, emphatically de- 
clared his intention of suppressing the or- 
ganization in Brooklyn if law and imprison- 


‘ment could doso. 


Brooklyn has many Mafia members. Shoot- 
ings more or less serious among the Italian | 
population are a matter of almost daily 
occurrence. Today Antonio Farmica died 
in the Long Island college hospital from the 
effects of a bullet wound. He had been shot | 
in Union street by a member of the Mafia, 
and such was his dread of the society that 
he refused until the last to reveal the name 
of his murderer. 

In court Delmonico Calabur was found | 
guilty by a jury of slashing with a razor Fe- 
lice Amodei, until recently a member of the 
mounted police of Calabria, Italy. The pris- 
oner said simply: ‘I was sent to doit.” 


Denounced by the Judge. 

Addressing the jury, Judge Aspinall said: 
“J thank you, gentlemen of the jury, for 
this verdict. The district attorney and the 
judges of this court thank you. In view of 
the gravity of this offense and of the two 
murders yesterday, it Is the duty of this: 
court to do all it can to stop these shootings 
aad assaults by persons of foreign birth. It 
must not be thought that there Is any preju- 
dice against any particular nationality, but 
these persons must be taught when they come 
to this country that the use of the knife and 
the pistol is not allowed.” 

Amodei arrived in this country on May 11. 
Four days later he was walking along Sack- 
ett street, when the prisoner, a stranger to 


Amodei, walked up to him and without speak- fF 


ing a word drew a razor with which he at- 
tempted to cut Amodei’s throat. For three 
weeks the injured man lay in the hospital. 
Hated Because Formerly Policeman. 


Amodei says he believes the cause of the 
attack was due to his heving formerly been 
a member of the Italian police, the Mafia 
having a special enmity to all police agents. 
He said he never saw the prisoner until at- 


tacked by him. 
“Why did you do this?” Amodei gasped as 


he fell. 
“T had to.” he says his assailant replied.

Seize Official at Cheyenne, Wyo., Force

Cheyenne, Wyo., Aug. 9.—Tom Horn, the 
murderer of Willie Nackell, and Jim Mce- 
Cloud, the murderer of Ben Minnick, broke 
jail early this morning, but were recaptured.

Proctor at breakfast and bound him hand 
and foot. They carried him to the sheriff's 
office and compelled him to-open the safe 
for the keys. After opening the outer door 
of the safe Proctor grabbed his gun and a 
struggle ensued for the possession of the 
weapon, the jailer shooting at every oppor- 
tunity. He succeeded in inflicting two flesh 
wounds on Horn. 

After fighting twenty minutes, Horn and 
McCloud, hearing persons approaching in 
the hall, made a dash for liberty. 

Thousands of armed citizens turned out 
and Horn was captured about 300 yards from 
the jail, while stealing along an alley. Mc- 
Cloud was caught in a barn after a fight. 
Deputy Sheriff Proctor sustained several 
cuts and bruises.

Murphy and Gus Libentraugh. Koessner and 
I left the party at 11 o’ciock and went to the 
Ii!inois Central tracks, where Koessner sald 
we could get some brass journals on the 
‘turn around’ train. This train is composed 
of combination baggage and passenger cars. 
They come into town with the baggage part 
of the car forward, but have to be taken 
tu the turntable at Seventy-second street 
and returned with the baggage part the other 
way before departure. 

“ We waited at Twenty-third street until 
the train came, and then jumped on the 
second car behind the engine. We couldn't 
get in at the door,.so we dropped back a few 
cars. There we got in, Koessner going first. 
We got through the passenger section of the 
car, and: Koessner was just going Into the 
baggage part, when there was a shout, and 
some one rushed at him. He fired twice, an 
the man (McGrath) dropped to the floor, 

crying: ‘ Koessner has shot me.’ 

*“* Koessner then turned back, and another 
detective (O’Brien) grappled with him and 
fired at him. Koessner fired at the detéctive, 
hitting him, and then we beat him on the 
head with our revolver6 He fell to his 
knees. Then I fired a shot, but it was at 
the ceiling. Koessner then kicked out the 
rc gf and slid through, and I went after 


O’Brien Stops the Train. 


Special Agent O’Brien had not lost con- 
sciousness and managed to swing himself 
from the train, catch up with the engine, and 
have the train stopped. By this time Mc- 
Grath was dead. He had fallenintothe arms 
of Special Agent Thomas Gaynor, who had 
been with him at the baggage end of the car. 
Gaynor says that he tried to get to the as- 


*sistance of O’Brien, but before he could get 


the wounded McGrath into a seat the affray 
was over. When they went back McGrath 
was dead. . | 

The special agents of the Illinois Central 
have been on the trail of the gang for sev- 
eral months. Their names are all known 
and the only problem has been to capture 
them in the act. Each car carries eight 
extra brass journals. The thieves have keys 
to the cars and board the train while it ts 
running slowly over theswitches. After get- 
ting the brasses they open the side door of 
the baggage compartment and throw them 
off to be picked up later. , 

Cummings denies that he was with Koess- 
ner and Howland and says that he had not 
seen them since Thursday night. The police 
are certain that there was a third man stand- 
ing on the car platform during the fight, and 
Howland at first declared that this man was 
Cummings. Later, when confronted with 
Cummings, he contradicted himself. 


Police Records of the Boys. 

Both Howland and Koessner have police 
records, as follows: 

**Joe Koessner, 2512 South Park avenue, 
member of gang of petty thieves since early 
youth; well known to the police for his thefts 
of property along the Illinois Central tracks; 
convicted in 1901 of stealing brass journals 
from railway cars, and sent to Pontiac: 
paroled in 1902; arrested in 1903 for alleged 
theft of whitelead from Illinois Central car; 
acquitted in Judge Neely’s court.” 

‘‘Anton Howland, 179 Twenty-third place, 
member of same gang, which makes its head- 
quarters within two blocks of Cottage Grove 
avenue police station; sent to Pontiac with 
Koessner for same. offense; also tried in 
Judge Neely’s court with Koessner and 
others.” 

At the time of the Criminal court trial 
Koessner is said to have threatened to kill 
Special Agent McGrath, who handled the 
presentation of evidence against the accused 
men. It is expected that Koessner will be 
located today. His brother, who assisted in 
his escape on a previous occasion, is at the 
Cottage Grove avenue police station. 

Other Arrests Made. 

Four men were arrested in the afternoon 
in connection with the shooting by Sergeant 
Mooney of the Harrison street station. The 
prisoners are George Fenton, Patrick Mur- 
phy, Ernest Sianiewski, and Gus Burry. It 
is belleved by the police that Murphy, Burry, 
and Sianiewski are members of a gang that 
has been prowling about the Illinois Central 
yards for several weeks.

Alagood flew into a passion and told her hus- 
band Miss De Crist must be whipped. 


Beaten on Bare Back. 


Warden Alagood obeyed his wife, and, 
calling two guards to agsist, took Miss De 
Crist into a room, where she was stripped to 
the waist by the guards, who then held her 
while the warden plied a cowhide on her 
bare back. Alagood, it is said, continued to 
use the cowhide until he had given her forty 
lashes, just thirty more than has ever been 
administered even to s hardened criminal of 
stout physique.

although ill, was driven to the fleld to work 
with the negroes.

NEVER MIND THE PAST. 

A correspondent takes exception to the 
‘statement made by “ Raymond ” in a recent 
letter to THe TrisuNE that “ New England 
people brought the first slaves to this coun- 
try.” His point is well taken. The first 
negroes on American soil were brought by 

Spaniards, not New Englanders. In the 
course of time, however, New Englanders 
engaged in the traffic. They shipped lum- 
ber and codfish to the West Indies. They 
brought back molasses,.out of which they 
made rum. The merchants sent ships to 
the slave coast with rum and other trade 
goods and exchanged them for slaves, which 
were sold to southern planters. The traffic 
was quite a profitable oue in all its stages 
from codfish to planter. 

fretore the war, when New England men 
were urging the south to get rid of the cry- 
ing sin of African slavery, southerners used 
to make angry answers to the effect that 
it was not in good taste for men whose an- 
cestors got rich in the slave trade to demand 
the liberation of the descendants of the 
slaves brought to Virginia or South Carolina 
by Yankee skippers. 

At this distance of time it is a matter of 
no consequetice who took cargoes of slays 
to the southern states. If one set of people 
had not brought them another set would. 
The slave trade arose from the imperious 
demand for labor in a new country which 
stood iu great need of it. The saloonkeeper 
does not make the demand for liquof; he 
gratifies it. So was it with the slavers and 

the demand for labor. 

If the Virginians had been able to get an 
adequate supply of white labor they would 
have given it the preference over black la- 
bor. When the supply of white labor ran 
out they resorted to black and burdened 
theniselves with the curse of slavery. The 
southern planters felt that urgent need of 
labor which the mine owners of the Rand 
fee] today, which is causing them to besiege 
the authorities with requests that some plan 
be devised to make the negroes work in the 
mines, or that the use of Chinese labor be 
permitted. 

The questidén is not who brought negroes 
to this country, nor why they were brought, 
but what can be done to help the millions 
‘who are living here now. 


BRIDEWELL FUTILITY. 
Mary O’Brien went to the bridewell 313 
times. Usually she staid about twenty- 
* three days. That is, she staid long enough 
to get sobered, but not long enough to get 
reformed, Her arrests, trials, and commit- 
- ments cost the city about $3,000. Her keep 
ost the city a great deal more, And finally 
she died of alcoholism. 
Did some one say that the city was poor? 
But. perhaps municipal money, even when 
it is scanty, will always have to be spent 
profusely. 
Theresa Sullivan has been sent to the 
bridewell twenty times in the last two years. 
She takes liquors and drugs. Each time 
she goes to the bridewell she is deprived of 
liquors and drugs. How long? Just long 
_ enough to put her in good physica! condi- 
tion for another debauch. — 

Who said that criminology was a science? 
But perhaps it is a pure science, not an ap- 


il plied one. 
Supt. Sloan knows where the trouble lies. | 


He is a cordial host. He is not only glad to 
see his guests come but he hates to see them 
go. If he could keep them long enough he 
could effect a cure. Under present arrange- 
ments he often fails to effect anything at all. 
Forty-five per cent of Mr. Sloan's guests 
at the bridewell are repeaters. They have 
been there before. Their average visit is 
fifteen days. Those of them who class as 
drunks and “dope” fiends are the victims 
of a system which is as futile as it is ex- 
pensive. 

The life of many Chicago drunks is a 
circle, and a vicious circle in the litera] 
meaning of the word vicious. The succes- 
sive arcs of this circle are as follows: (1) 
Bent to the bridewell on a charge of drink or 
dope; (2) cleaned, nursed, and exercised 
back to comparative health; (8) discharged 
when the appetite for drink or “ dope,” in- 
stead of being extinguished by long disuse, 
has been fired by temporary enforced absti- 
nence; (4) attracted to former haunts by 
former companions; (5) found under the in- 
finence of whisky or cocaine; (6) returned to 
the bridewell. 

What is the remedy? We need no emi- 
nent sociologist, or criminologist, or social 
pathologist to answer this question. Police 
magistrates can send prisoners to the bride- 
well for any term up tosix months. When 
they are confronted with prisoners like 


Mary O’Brien and Theresa Sullivan, why 
don’t they give them six months instead of 
fifteen days? If persons addicted to the 
drug habit and the d?ink habit were under 
Mr. Sloan’s care for six months they might 
be cured. Mr. Sloan thinks that in most 
cases they really would be cured. It is his 
fifteen day guests that relapse, not his six 
months ones. | 

In the name of the city treasury and in 
the name of human kindness, here is a re- 
form which ought to be accomplished. One. 
long term of imprisonment is cheaper than 
many short ones, and it does a million times 
more good. 


NO TUNNEL AND NO LONG VIADUCT. 

No plan to connect the north and south 
side park and boulevard systems by a tun- 
nel under the Chicago river ever will meet 
with popular approval, no matter how 
strong the desire for a connection may be. 
The objection is not so much to the cost, 
though it would be great, as to the idea of 
‘a tunnel. People do not like to travel under- 
ground except when it is necessary. If the 
tunnel.which has been spoken of were con- 
structed few would use it, no matter how 
easy the grades and how brilliant the illu- 
mination. | 

Any plan to unite the north and south 
divisions by the construction of a . high 
bridge—spanning the river at such an eleva- 
tion that long viaduct approaches at both 
ends would be necessary—is chimerical, 
Such a bridge could be made extremely 
ornamental, but it would have little utility. 
Nobody has much affection for aerial travel 
when snows or rains are falling or icy winds 
are blowing. Now and then, when the 
weather was pleasant, men might traverse 
in light vehicles the long stretch of viaduct 
and bridge, admire the view, and enjoy the 
breeze, but the structure would not be the 
connecting link between the north and south 
divisions which is desired and needed. Men 
are almost as unwilling to go far up in the 
air as they are to go under ground. 

There is but one feasible plan, the one 
which has been proposed and minutely de- 
scribed by Tue Trisune. The plan con- 
templates a boulevard connection which no 
one will be unwilling to use at any time for 
any reason, and which will really unite the 
two divisions. The only thing to do is 10 
make Michigan avenue from Jackson street 
to the river the boulevard it ought to be. 
The railroad tracks should be removed. 
The avenue should be widened north of 
Randolph street by the condemuation of a 
strip of land forty or sixty feet wide on 
the east side. The land, covered with old 
buildings, is less valuable now than it will , 
be at any future time, and the land dam- 
ages will be partly covered by the assess- 
ment levied on the property on the west 
side of the avenue, which will be benefited 
by the improvement and will not be ex- 
cessive. 

A bascule bridge with a slight angle to 
the east should be built east of the Rush 
street structure, and a viaduct with a simi- 
lar angle built over the Northwestern Kin- 
zie street track, reaching the surface in 
Pine street between Michigan and Illinois, 
That will be neither a long nor a lofty via- 
duct, nor will it be expensive. There will 
be nothing about it to deter people from 
using it constantly. 

After that part of Michigan avenue be- 
tween Randolph street and the river has 
been widened and boulevarded the abutting 
property will be made more valuable and 
will be put to different uses. The whole- 
sale establishments will go, handsome shops 
will take their place and will be one of the 
attractions of the boulevard for people on 
foot as well as in carriages. No tunnel, no 
long drawn out viaduct will be so thronged. 
with -people. 

Tue Trisune’s plan for the connection 
of the north and south divisions by an unob- 
structed, attractive, and popular thorough- 
fare is the only feasible one. The sooner 
the proper parties take it in hand the better. 
The chief item of cost will be the damages 
to be paid for the property taken, and that 
property is certain to advance in value soon. 


“SEG” AND SENTIMENT. 

If the young women at the University of 
Chicago think that the word “ seg ” is unat- 
tractive they have made few explorations 
into the psychological abysses of the male 
human heart. 

First, as to the sound of* the word. 
Haven't the young women in question ever 
noticed that most young men prefer“ l’an ” 
to Frances, “Meg” to Margaret, and 
“ Jerry ” to Geraldine? The average young 
man likes a word that is on the level rather: 
than on stilts, and that is cozy rather than 
formal. 

But this first point is nothing compared 
with the second. The word “seg” is at- 
tractive in its meaning as well as in its 
sound. Let the University of Chicago girls 
be wise. Let them surround themselves with 
whatever suggestion of aloofness there may 
be in the word “ seg.” A man always wants 
to find out. You must pique his curiosity. 

“Coed” cannot compete with “™ seg.” 
Anybody can see a “coed.” She is always 
sitting on the college steps talking viva- 
ciously to her men friends. But the“ seg ™! 
Ever since the word was devised the public 
has been on tiptoe, craning its neck to get 
one glimpse of those university maidens who 
seem to be half nun and half nymph. 


THE “SPENT MAN.” 

“Spent man.” There is aching pathos in 
that phrase. How did sociology ever man- 
age to wander so far from arid intellect aud 
come so near to damp emotion? 

“Spent man” is the classification they 
employ at the municipal lodging house for 
the man whose vital spark has sunk so low 
that there is little hope of its ever being 
revived. This does not mean that the man 
will die. He may live many years. But be 
will live as the ship lives that, with no coal 
and no steam, drifts to meet its last storm, 

What makes “spent men”? “ The chiet 
assigned cause,” says Mr. Robins, superin- 
tendent of the municipal lodging house, “* is 
child labor.” 

Read two of the entries in the lodging 


house record: 

——~ ——, 21 years old. Began work when 18 for 
the Queen City Cotton company; worked steadily 
for five years. Seemed discouraged. Low vitality. 
Worked as common laborer two days. Gave up. 


on. 
—~ ——, 22 years old, Pennsylvania. Began 


work eat 9, dog in glase works; eteady four years; 
gave out; restaurant work three years; tramping 
since; power gone; passed on. 

There are many more records like these. 
They confirm what Jane Addams said long 
ago about the connection between a certain 
kind of child labor and a certain kind of 
vagrancy. Exhaust the child. You may 
have to feed the adult. Exploit the boy 
laborer. The man tramp may exploit you. 
“Be sure your sins will find you out” is 
an admonition which includes social sins 
as well as personal ones. | 

Is. there any more piteous figure in the 
world than that of the “spent man,” who 
can never enjoy even the personal satis- 
faction of cursing some individual human 
being for his ruin, who can only feel in a 


beings in general, has been against him; 
and who is last caught sight of when the 
lodging house record says: “ Passed on.” 

Reflect on this “ spent man” and reflect 
on child labor. 


CANADIANS WHO CANNOT FORGET. 

‘Some Canadians, descendants, perhaps, of 
loyalists who fled or were driven from the 
states. during the revolutionary war, have 
a more resentful remembrance of that con- 
flict than the Dnglish have. The playful 
suggestion that a statue of Washington be 
put in Westminster abbey aroused no in- 
dignation in Great Britain, but it has cre- 
ated a great commotion among the inhab- 
itants of the province of Ontario, some of 
whom are signing a petition to the authori- 
ties of the abbey not to permit the erection 
of a statue of Washington in a place where 
there is now one of Benedict Arnold, whom 


the honor. They say that Wolfe rather 
than Washington should be commemorated. 
The general who defeated Montcalm al- 
ready has his monument in Westminster 
abbey. Americans are glad he has one, for 
the conquest of Canada opened the way for 
the independence of the United © States. 
Chatham and Wolfe are Englishmen whom 
Americans always will hold in high esteem. 

Not long ago other Canadians entered an 
effectual protest against the erection at 
Quebec, where he fell, of a memorial to 
Gen. Montgomery. It was their right to 
say what memorials shall be erected on 
Canadian soil, but it did seem as if time 
might have so far softened the feelings of 
Canadians as to make them willing to allow 
respect to be paid to the memory of a gallant 
and defeated opponent. Time has had no 
influence, and hence the protest against the 
erection of a statue to Washington in a 
British building over which Canadians have 
no control. 

The matter interests Americans only be- 
cause it reveals the undying grudge some 
Canadians bear against the United States. 
Nobody in this country is solicitous to see 
a statue of Washington in Westminster 
abbey. Nobody expects it. It is not the 
custom of losers in the game of war to erect 
statues of those who led the winners. If 
the south had succeeded in gaining inde- 
pendence no monument to Lee would have 
been built in the north.

| Thirty years later Prince Adam, who had 
meanwhile become a much traveled man 
of the world, figured as one of the leaders 
of the 1868 Polish revolt against the czar, 
was captured, and while in prison awaiting 
trial and probable execution managed to 
effect his escape disguised as a woman and 
to reach Paris, where he was received as 
a welcome guest at the Tuileries and enjoyed 
for a time the particular favor of Napoleon 
III.. who believed that by formenting Polish 
nationalist aspirations in the western proy- 
inces of the czar, he could exercise pressure 
upon the Russian government. 

The prince, however. finding that Napoleon 
had no real intention of helping the Poles, 
and that he was indifferent to their aspira- 
tions, save so far that they could be used 
in furthering the interests of French diplom- 
acy, quitted Paris, and settled tn the Polish 
provinces of Austria, where he owned large 
estates. and became in the course of time 
a member of the Galician diet as well as of 
the Austrian house of lords, besides wifich 
Emperor Francis Joseph confirmed upon him 
the order of the golden fleece and the dig- 
nity of a privy councilor. 

The prince lost a considerable portion of 
his fortune some years ago through the 
collapse of the so-called Credit Bank of 
Galicia, at Crdcow, and, as he had no less 
than seven children, it is not astonishing 
that his son, Prince John, who is unmarried 
and the youngest but one. should seek his 
fortune in the United States, where, of 
course, the name which he bears is of con- 
siderable use to the banking institution 
with which he is connected, enjoying as it 
dées old time prestige and honor among the 
Polish emigrants in America. : 

The Sapiehas, who trace back their de- 
scent In an unbroken line to the fourteenth, 
century, and who became Polish princes in 
1760, have now had their title as such recog- 
nized, both by the Austrian and the Rus- 
the branch to which 
Prince John belongs forming part of the 
Austrian aristocracy, while there are two 
other branches that are enrolled amon 
the nobility of Russia.

Baron Burian, who has just been appointed 
by Emperor Francis Joseph to the post of

frain from fhe belief that Hasgan's departure 
for another world is a distinct gain not only 
to Turkey but likewise to civilization. Ofall 
the evil gang by which the sultan has been 
surrounded for the last twenty years, Hassan 
Pasha has been far and away the most in- 
famous. He was the principal opponent to 
every project of reform and enlightenment, 
played a most discreditable and treacherous 
role in bringing about the deposition of Sul- 
tan Murad, is justly regarded as chiefly re- 
sponsible for most of the acts of cruelty and 
barbarism that have been perpetrated in the 
present sultan’s name, and during the thirty 
years that he has held the office of minister 
of marine pocketed the major portion of the 
revenues assigned for the maintenance of the 
branch of public service confided to his care, 
with the result that the Turkish navy, which 
at one time occupied a prominent position 
among the fleets of Europe, is now inferior 
even to those of Greece and Portugal and the 
laughing stock of the civilized world. 


Every honest grand vizier that has assumed 
office since the accession to the throne of the 
present sultan has stipulated for the dismis- 
sal of this scoundrel on the ground that he 
constituted an obstacle to good and efficient 
government.

FIND LAW AGAINST THEM. 


Can Close Playhouse Only by 
Having It Declared a Pub- 
lic Nuisance. 


Determined opposition to Sunday perform- 
ances at the renovated Marlowe theater was 
voiced at a. massmeeting of 300 citzens at 
the First Baptist church, Stewart and Engle- 
wood avenues, yesterday afternoon. 

While ministers and officers of the Engle- 
wood Law and Order league denounced the 
playhouse and planned to prevent it from 
interfering with Sunday observance, glaring 
yellow posters at the entrance of the theater, 
which Adjoins the church, announced its 
opening Sunday evening, Sept. 6. 

' The legal aspect of the controversy was 
not encouraging to opponents of the the- 
ater, and, though a fund of $250 was col- 
lected to aid in fighting the Sunday opening, 
peaceable measures will be first resorted to 
and a committee of twelve will call on Man- 
ager Richard L. Crescy and endeavor to 


change his plans. 7 ‘ 
Law Protects Crescy. 


How .Mr. Crescy stands on the closing 
proposition is indicated by the treasurer of 
his company, who attended the meeting yes- 
terday, and who said: 

“We will fight to the last ditch. The the- 
‘ater wil opened Sunday nights, and if 
the Law and Order league makes us trouble 
performances will also be conducted Sunday 
afternoons.

GOOD SUMMER FOR HEALTH: 
LOWEST RECORD OF DEATHS. 


Chicago Weather Given Credit for 15 


Publicity Improves Quality of Milk 


The present summer holds the record for 
low mortality in Chicago, according to the 
health department, the result being ascribed 
to “summer resort’ weather. 

The total deaths—514—reported during the 
week represent an annual rate of 14.21 per 
thousand, and the rate since July 1 is only 
14.64 per thousand. The average rate for 
the corresponding period during the previous 
ten years was 17.10 per thousand—a decrease 
this summer of nearly 15 per cent. 


Lesson to Life Companies. 


The department disclaims any pretension 
to a new discovery when it announced last 
week that the prospects of life for women 
are better than for mem It says attention 
was called to the fact simply to show that 
life insurance companies have an interest, 
similar to that of fire companies, in protect- 
ing their insured. As to the lesson drawn, 
the weekly health billetin says: 

The department cannot but hope that its 
natural ally (the life insurance companies) 
will take gréater interest in its work; use 
its influence for an adequate equipment; 
maintain at its own expense, if necessary, 
certain adjuncts, the lack of which are a 
reproach to the city, and in genera] help 
maintain the city’s present reputation for 
healthfulness.”’ 

Publicity Brings Better Milk. 

The department finds that the publication 
of the names of delinquent milk dealers is 
having a good effect. 

“The milk bureau holds the dealer re- 
sponsible; it cannot go back of him to the 
farmer,” says the Bulletin. ‘‘ One result is 
that 769 samples of milk and cream were 
tested. in the laboratory during the week— 
one-third of them being brought In by the 
dealers themselves. Only 2.8 per cent of 
these were found below grade, and only 4.8 
per cent below grade from all sources. The 
improvement is remarkable’ 


Caution Against Smallpox. 

Chief Medical Inspector Dr. Herman Spald- 
ing calls attention to the near approach of 
the new school year and urges that parents 
should take advantage of the favorable 
weather to secure the vaccination of their 
children at once. His appeal is made more 
important by the fact that smallpox seems 
to be increasing—eight new cases being dis- 
covered during the week, the largest num- 
ber since the week of July 4. 


GERMAN SINGING SOCIETY 
HOLDS A GOLDEN JUBILEE. 


Blue Island Liederkranz Celebrates Its 
Fiftieth Anniversary at Calumet 
Grove and 5,000 People Attend. 


The golden jubilee of the Blue Island 
Liederkranz, one of the oldest German sing- 
ing societies fm the west, was celebrated 
yesterday with an all day festival. Fully 
5,000 persons, comprising members of all the 
societies in Chicago and their families, were 
in attendance. 

The evept was celebrated in Calumet grove, 
and many out of town singing societies, in- 
cluding those from Aurofa, Joliet, Spring- 
field, Kankakee, Elgin, South Chicago, Pala- 
tine, and Manitowoc, Wis., and delegates 
from societies in Cincinnati, Cleveland, and 
St. Louis were present, to help make the 
event memorable.

WOMAN’S DEATH AT FIRE. 


Husband Seriously Injured by Jumping 
from Third Story Window, While 
Front and Rear Stairways of the 
Building Are Untouched by Blase— 
Flames, Fed by Old Rags and Paper, 


umes of Dense Smoke. 


Because they were unfamiliar with the 
exits of the building and knew not which 
way to turn when fire swept the structure 
is given as an explanation of the death of 
Mrs. Teresa Marro and the serious injury 
of her husband early yesterday morning. 

Antony Marro and his wife recently 
moved into the building at 108 Shermah 
street. They occupied the front on the 
third floor, while the rear was used for a 
Syrian church. The first and second floors 
were stored with rags and paper belonging 
to Joseph Carbona. 

This inflammable material fed the flames 
and the fire spread rapidly through the build- 
ing, giving forth great volumes of smoke 
which handicapped the work of the firemen. 
As the fire had not attacked the front or 
rear stairway it was believed the occupants 
of the building had escaped. 

Suddenly there was a shout from the crowd 
that a man was at a window on the third 
floor. Firemen at once secured ladders, and 
while these were being put in place the 
crowd saw a woman join the man at the 
window. 

Firemen climbed the ladder through dense 
clouds of smoke, and when they were almost 
within reach of the window a large volume 
of smoke rolled from below. 

When the smoke cleared the woman had 
disappeared, and the man was found lying 
unconscious on the sidewalk. The heat and 
the smoke nearly suffocated the firemen on 
the ladder, and forced them to abandon their 
efforts to save the woman. 

The man was taken to Samaritan hospital, 
where the physicians said he might recover. 

Fire Marshal Moran entered the building 
later and found the body of Mrs. Marro with- 
in a few feet of the window. 

The loss is estimated at $4,000. The fire 
started near the center of the first floor, but 
the cause is unknown.

Liquidation Will Have to. Run Its 
-Course — Bank Figures — Wholesale 
Trade of the City Only Moderately 
Active, Being of a “ Between-Sea- 
son” Character—Prices Generally 
Steady—Many Country Merchants 
Visit Town.

' glosely the doings of its officers. 
Source of Speculation. 


It has been a period of extraordinary 
speculation in this country since the be- 
ginning of 1898. Consolidation of industries 
led, in the period mentioned, to the produc- 
tion of over $3,000,000,000 of industrial se- 
eurities. These stocks were distributed 
‘generally all over the country east of the 

ocky mountains. Owners of industrial 
plants who had not previously known the 
meaning of a stock certificate found them- 
eclves large shareholders in large com- 

nies whose stocks were listed on the New 
ork Stock exchange and made active and in 
most instances advanced. The habit of 
epeculation grew, and, as fortunes were piled 
up by. promoters and underwriters, others 


_. naturally tried to acquire wealth in the same 


ananner. 

But now comes a time when securities have 
go depreciated that many smal! fortunes have 
been lost, while those of men prominent in 
Wall street have dwindled to one-fifth of 
their former size. With ten or fifteen points 
‘gmore off prices in the general list there will 
be an uncovering of weak accounts and dis- 
closures of speculations with trust funds 
that can only be regarded as a natural se- 
quence of the era when so many small capi- 
talists sought to get rich in the stock mar- 


Bank Statement Disappointing. 


The bank statement on Saturday was dis- 
' gppointing to the stock market, because of 
the increase of $3,832,600 in loans. Contin- 
‘ued liquidation in stocks has not resulted in 
any diminution of the loan account. In ad- 
dition to the relation of trust companies to 
the loan market it seems reasonable to as- 
sume that the volume of trading on the ex- 
change is so largely professional that what 
seems like liquidation is short selling. , 

Last Thursday, when prices rallied so 
quickly and continued to advance at the 
_ opening on Friday, there was great business 

in Wall street, but little was done by local 
commission houses. If the transactions had 
represented actual buying and selling Chi- 
cago houses would have had a much greater 
share in the trading. Instead, however, of 
executing orders the houses were largely 
spectators of the market instead of partic- 
ipants in it. 

Hopefulness May Be Expensive.

‘In the anthracite trade the condition of 
the market is quieter than it has been at 
any time within a year. This is demon- 
strated by the fact that several of the large 
shippers this week put their regular travel- 
ing men back on the road—to get business. 
Heretofore, trips hy traveling sales agents 
have been largely perfunctory, for the pur- 
pose of adjusting troubles with dealers or 
to ascertain in a general way the tempera- 
ment of the trade, what the other fellow 
was doing, or to gain information that might 
be considered useful a little later on. There 
Was no necessity to go after business in 
earnest because all of the shipping agencies 
in the anthracite trade had more on their 
books than they could fill, carrying it over 
into the next month or next week, and each 
succeeding week saw enough new business 
coming forward so that it was not worth 
while to go after it. 

“The situation has not reached the point 
where any of the anthracite shipping agen- 
cies are apprehensive that they will have 
more than enough coal in the immediate 
future to supply their orders, but as a busi- 
ness proposition it is always a good principle 
when the trade does not come to you, to go 
to it—and this is just the principle that is 
being acted upon at present. Dealers have 
not visited Chicago as numerously during the 
week as they have in the past, while mail 
order business has shown a falling off toa 
slight extent. In some few instances ship- 
ping concerns have not sent their men out 
on the road yet, and do not know when they 
will—but to make a long story short, there 
are more traveling sales agents out repre- 
senting Chicago anthracite houses than there 
have been for over a year, and the number 
is showing an increase from week to week, 


Coal Prices Holding Steady. 

“Prices on anthracite hold to a steady 
basis in a wholesale way. There-are no dis- 
turbing factors in the situation to force prices 
downward, and with a market prevailing 
which is much more active than normal, if 
there were it would probably have little in- 
fluence in this direction. Large and small 
egg coal continue to command chief atten- 
tion and shippers with fair supplies of these 
sizes are the ones who are not doing much 
soliciting of business. If a dealer really 
wants a car or two of egg coal as an accom- 
modation, he is generally willing to take one 
or two cars of chestnut or stove, as an ac- 
commodation to the shipping agent, with the 
result that all sizes keep moving fairly well 
where stocks are well assorted. Shippers 
who have only one size are handicapped to 
the greatest extent, although it is evident 
that the inquiry for smaller sizes is increas- 
ing from week to week and that these will 
soon be more important to the dealers than 
furnace sizes, the demand for the latter from 
consumers having come during the early 
part of the season. 

“In the retail anthracite trade there has 
been little change. Many householders are 
still at their summer residences or are tak- 
ing their annual vacations, all of which is 
resulting in a lessened demand from that 
source. By the middle of the month, how- 


ever, it is to be expected that there will be a 


decided improvement in this direction, and, 
with the advent of September, the hand to 
mouth trade, that which buys a ton or two 
at a time, will be in the market for its first 
supplies, while some late buyers who al- 
ways wait until the market reaches the max- 
imum—and then complain about the prices— 


will come forward and order a winter's sup- 


ply. This ought to give the retail branch of 
the business the appearance of more activity 
than it has experienced during the last four 


or five weeks. 


Drugs and Dry Goods. 


A seasonable business is doing in drug and 
chemical lines in which prices show no spe- 
cial change. 

Country retailers have been coming into 
the dry goods market more actively with the 
opening of the excursion season. The con- 
dition of the cotton market has become a 
matter of considerable concern to large 
handlers of dry goods. While large opera- 
tors have known for some time that manu- 
facturers were not making adequate profit 
on the goods turned out, few of them an- 
ticipated such a widespread curtailment of 
production as is now noted, A number of 
eastern and southern mills have been closed 
owing to high priced cotton, and other 
manufacturers are indifferent to additional 
business at prevailing prices. Most of the 
jobbers of the country have ample stocks 
of domestic cotton goods with which to open 
the season and deliveries of most lines can 
be made as purchases are made. A fair 
amount of immediate business is still in 
progress, showing that merchants are not 
heavily stocked with summer merchandise. 


Heavy Metal Lines More Active. 


There is a “ picking up ”’ in iron and steel. 
Reviewing this market the Iron and Ma- 
chinery World says: ‘‘ Chicago has taken 
the lead in breaking the inactivity which for 
nearly nine months has oppressed the pig 
iron markets. During the last two weeks 
nearly 100,000 tons were purchased here for 
delivery during the last half of the year, some 
of it being projected into the first quarter of 
1904. There has been during the last six 
or eight months a decline in the price of pig 
iron from $24.50 or $25, Chicago, to $1750 or

A statement regarding the commerce of 
the United States with Russia, presented

One was the judg- 
ment of large consumers that the bottom of 
the market was in sight, if not already 
reached. The other consideration was the 
fact that the melters needed the iron and 
could not comfortably continue their previ- 
ous policy of buying from hand te mouth.” 


Lumber Trade Active. 


Lumber lines continue fairly active ‘‘ com- 
pared with the records of former seasons,” 
says the American Lumberman, “the re- 
tail trade throughout the country Is a repre- 
sentative one. With the passing of July the 
lassitude of the retailer has disappeared, and 
there is to be noted an awakened interest in 
the condition of his stock and an' endeavor 
to locate sources of reliable supply. The 
trade of the country, as it appears in per- 
spective, will be handled to the satisfaction 
of-all concerned. There are in some ma- 
terials certain items that are difficult to 
obtain, but the general supply is adequate. 

“From the manufacturer’s point of view 
there is nothing in the situation to cause 
uneasiness to any .degree. There is evéry 
prospect that stocks will be reduced as 
much as he desires. The only factor that 
promises in any way to restrict the move- 
ment is the inability to secure the number 
of cars desired. This periodical disturb- 
ance of the lumber trade has been in evi- 
dence for some weeks, and reports indicate 
a steady contraction in the mumber of cars 
placed at the service of the lumberman in 
all parts of the country. The movement at 
present would be greatly increased, especia!- 
ly in the southwest, if manufacturers were 
able to secure sufficient cars to move addi- 
tional stocks for which they hold orders.”

FARMER THE WHEAT BULL 


TENDENCY TO HOLD WHEAT 
MAKES RECEIPTS LIGHT. 


Smaliness of Movement, Compared 
with Last Year, and the Light 
Stocks, with Contradicted Claims of 
Worse Yield in the Northwest than 
Last Year, the Chief Arguments for 
Higher Prices—Moderate Changes in 


Corn and Oats. 


Wheat prices have been well maintained 
the last week around the 80c level for Sep- 
tember in this market, not getting more 
than ic above that figure, but resisting any 
effort to depress them more than -Ic below 
it, the whole range only 2c, and the close, at 
80%c, a net loss of %c for the week. Carry- 
ing charges were increased for a time, the 
December going to 1%c premium over Sep- 
tember, compared with %c premium a week 
ago, but at the close there was a sharp nar- 
rowing of the difference on uneasiness on 
the part of September shorts because of the 
small stocks, the small receipts, and sharp 
advances in cash and September prices at 
Minneapolis, No. 1 northern there selling at 
92c for car lots and. the September as high as 
82%c. The December close, however, was 
\%e better for the week and the May \c bet- 
ter. The high prices were reached early in 
the week on a renewal of the pessimistic re- 
ports from the northwest of the poor condi- 
tion of the spring wheat crop and numerous 
estimates that the yield of the three states 
would be considerably less than that of last 
year. There were the usual denials and, 
later in the week, there were claims from sun- 
dry people of standing in the northwest grain 
trade that the rains of the week before had 
caused great improvement in the plant and 
the prospect was for as good a crop as that 
of last year at least. | 

The trade was confused by the multiplicity 
of the reports and estimates, but the chief 
cause of the setback in prices was not the 
more favorable tenor of the late advices 
from the northwest so much as uneasiness 
concerning the financial situation. A slump 
in stocks moved the holders of an imposing 
line of wheat here to throw it on the market. 
This liquidation was heavy enough to forcea 
2c reaction, but a good demand developed on 
the break and the market regained more 
than half the small loss from top prices, 
showing considerable strength on Saturday 


‘in spite of the fact that stocks were reaching 


a new low water mark on that day. There 
was open buying of September by Armour on 
a considerable scale and enough suspicion 
that there was more of the.same buying 
under cover to make shorts uneasy when 
they thought of the small stocks, the light 
receipts, and the Armour deal in September 
wheat last year, which put the price to 95c, 
a premium of 25c over December. 
The fear of an unfavorable money situ 
tion, however, has probably kept a good 
many from investing in wheat futures who 
ar> bullishly tnclined on facts which have 
developed, or theories in which they have 
confidence, in regard to the reduced crop 
prospect. Tight money is feared, and tight 
money is not a help to bull speculation. It 
makes it harder for the speculator to get 
the necessary funds for a successful cam- 
paign, if he has the need to get them, and 
makes it more expensive to handle and earr 
the actual grain. | 


Farmers Are Bullish. 


The real wheat bull, however, and the one 
who seems to be showing the most confi- 
dence, is the farmer. A great deal has been 
heard of late about the disposition of farm- 
ers to hold their wheat for higher prices, 
and the small movement to market, particu- 
larly in the central and eastern states of 


the red winter wheat belt, cannot be ex- 


plained altogether on the theory of a short 
crop. Farmers, who have seen this variety 
of wheat sell at fancy premiums towards the 
close of years of comparative scarcity, seem 


more inclined than usual to save some of 


these premiums for themselves. Overa wide 
area they know the crop was light and the 
quality good. two considerations tending to- 
ward increased values. The tendency to 
hold wheat is less marked in the southwest, 
where an abundant crop of hard winter 
wheat was raised, 93.000,000 bu in Kansas, 


aceording to an estimate based on a number 


of actual thrashing returns, but it has been 
noted there to some extent. While con- 


cerns in the cash tradé report larger sales 


in this section than a year ago up to this 


time, there has been a falling off lately and 


because of a railroad blockade at Kansas 
City receipts have been much less than a 
year ago. The general movement to mar- 
ket keeps remarkably small. primary re- 
ceipts last week only 3829,000 bu. an in- 
crease of 88,000 bu from the previous week, 
but comparing with 6.810.000 bu for the cor- 
responding week a year ago. 

The one fly tn the bull ointment is still the 
small export demand. There has been some 
improvement the last week in both the 
wheat and flour demand from the united 
kingdom, but continental buyers still] fee] 
or affect indifference. World’s shipments 
are falling off. however, and this may stimu- 
late the export demand. The exporters and 
the bear believe prices must fall to an ex- 
port basis. The farmer and the bull are 
confident the crop in this’ country fs small 
enough to justify the present prices or high- 
er, and that if they are maintained the 
foreigner will have to come to this coun- 
try for our surplus at our prices. There 
has not been much export business of late, 
but prices have certainly been maintained. 
There is a deal of uncertainty over the 
August report, to be issued today, reports 
in regard to the northwest crop having been 
so conflicting. | 


Quiet Trade in Corn. 


There has been little trade and less action 
in corn, the changes from the previous week 
inconsiderable, gains of %c in December and 
and May and a loss of-4cim September. The 
eatlier delivery went to a slight discount 
largely because the shipping demand has con- 
tinued dull. Eastern consumers are buying 
sparingly at 52c and over, and the foreign 
demand is being supplied largeiy by Argen- 


tina, which ts shipping about 3,500,000 bu. 


weekly. There has been some buying of de- 
ferred futures because the weather has been 
too cool for normal growth and because the 
state reports for lilinois, lowa, and Missouri 
showed drops of 2 to 5 points in condition 
during July. The government report today 
is expected to show a general drop, there- 
fore, although recent rains are supposed to 
have brought about some improvement. 

Oats have rallied a little since the conclu- 
gion of the July deal, the cash demand hav- 
ing improved, and no hurried effort being 
made to market the big contract stock ac- 
cumulated here. There have been advances 
of \%c on September, lc on December, and 
1%c on May. There have been so mamy re- 
ports of disappointing harvesting returns 
in this and other states the government re- 
port is.expected to show considerable de- 
cline in conditton since July. 

There was a downward tendency to pro- 
vision prices, more marked as to the Septem- 
ber pork delivery than in other product, 
though both the September and October de- 
livery of ribs were far from being firm. The 
earlier delivery of lard was about the only 
thing making an advance during the week. 
The September pork lost 37%c, lard gained 
7T%c, and ribs lest 17%c. There was more or 
less liquidation, because statistically the po- 
sition is thought to be bearish. Stocks at 
this point have increased 25,000,000 Ibs the 
last two months, against a decrease of 18,- 
000,000 Ibs the like period last year, and since 
March 1 local stocks have increased 19,500,000 
lbs, against a decrease of 72,750,000 Ibs the 
like period last year, and an increase of 26,- 
000,000 Ibs in 1901. This speaks for itself as 
to the decreased consumption in comparison 
with the supply of raw material. Hog pack- 
inz at western points during the week was 
345,000, against 265,000 last year. Since

CHICAGO LIVE STOCK MARKET. 


Receipts of Cattle for the Week Enor- 
mous and Are Likely to Con- 
tinue Hezvy. 


The live stock trade yesterday was of the 
usual small and featureless character of 
Saturday, receipts being estimated at 300 
cattle, 10,000 hogs, and 4,000 sheep. For the 
week receipts of cattle have been enormous, 
but have not been above moderate in hogs 
and about what can be expected at this 
season of the yearin sheep. The cattle trade 
has been in bad condition all week and closes 
without promise of improvement, unless the 
farmers curtail shipments. This they are 
not liable to do for reasons that are apparent, 
the high price of corn with prospective 
short crop and the fact that cattle feeding 
operations for the last nine months have 
been on a losing basis. These have put the 
country in a selling mood, and it is not 
thought the break in prices this week will 
check receipts considerably. 

In the hog market there has been a strong 
upward movement and closing prices show 
an advance of 40c to 50c over the close of the 


| previous week. The western markets have 


been lightly supplied. which has greatly 
stimulated the shipping demand on this 
market, and this, together with moderate 
receipts and a growing sentiment that the 
crop of marketable hogs has been closely run 
down, has been a feature responsible for the 
big advance this week. 

In the sheep trade the receipts have been 
liberal but as the range season is now on 
they have not been larger than the trade fs 
accustomed to gettihg at this seasoniof the 
year. However, prices have been forced 
down considerably and are quotable 25c to 
50c lower on sheep and lambs around 
23c lower. There is a big country demand 
for sheep to put on feed and for the first time 
this season there has been a big trade in 
feeders this week, prices coming down to 
where the feeder buyers will get in competi- 
tion with slaughterers on all sheep suitable 
for the feed lots.

SIDES IN ODD MARKES 


DESPITE SLUMP IN STOCKS THE 


NEWS IS NOT ALL BAD. 


Many Encouraging Signs Found in the 
Events of the Last Week in Spite of 
the General Liquidation—Fact That 
Big Financiers Seem Indifferent to 


Present Situation Held to Indicate 


That No General Disaster Is Proba- 
ble in the Near Future. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 9.—[Special.}]—There 
has no doubt been an abundance of disquiet- 
ing elements in the last week's curious mar- 
ket, but also there has been @ good deal that 
is reassuring. In this no reference is in- 
tended to the encouraging crop news—es- 
pecially cotton—nor the especially favorable 
railway earnings, nor the low call money 
rates, nor even to the weakness of foreign 
exchange. 

All these are agreeable developments, and 
if thy continue will be heard from to some 
purpose later, but they are not the kind of 
comfort which the financial community at 
present is yearning for. Perhaps it would 
be pleasant for a man who suspects himself 
to be suffering from a mortal disease to learn 
that his salary had been raised, but he would 
be apt to take the good news badly and ask 
what is the use of it. He would forego it all 
for some signs of promise in the eye of the 
doctor who feels his pulse. He wants to get 
well, in short, to enjoy the good things of 
life when he is on his feet again. 


The attitude of the doctors towards the 
present patient is singular. They seem to 
agree there is nothing critical the matter 


with him, while he is writhing in convulsions. | 


They watch him with professional interest, 
remind him of what brought his trouble on, 
inform one another that his malady is a 
mixture of overfeeding and hysteria, and the 
probable next symptom is debated with the 
calm and deliberate precision of a clinic. 
This all apparently fs heartless, yet nothing 
can be more plain. The fact is that if the em- 
inent bankers who thus survey the situation 
considered that a grave and general disaster 
was impending they would act differently. 
They did act differently in 1893, for instance, 
and for a good reason; they knew a general 
crash in credit would recoil on every one of 
them. They manifest no such fear today, 
which is good evidence they look for no se- 
rious calamity. 


The truth is that as the weary weeks of 
Hquidation drag along it becomes more and 
more manifest to the observant mind how ex- 
traordinarily perfect a sequel all this is to 
the excesses of 1900 and 1901. There were 
people in Wall street at that time—and out 
of it, too—who had no sympathy for the ab- 
surdities prevalent, and yet who asked with 
much uneasiness now and then precisely 
what penalty was likely to be exacted for 
the outraged economic law. None of them, 
it is safe to say, looked for anything like 
what happened, and yet now the thing has 
come it is easy to see why it could not have

up on the credit of promoters, reckoning 
shrewdly on theinfatuation which must later 
seize the rich and industrious public. True 
to expectation such mania did break out 


among the American pepple in April, 1901,but } 


something else happened which had not been 
reckoned on—the financiers turned out in 
the great explosion of speculation to be more 
infatuated even than the public... One short, 
merry month sufficed to bring down the pub- 
lic’s speculative card house in a general 
wreck, out of which the«bruised and angry 
outside speculator crawled home again. The 
conclusion of the whole matter, however, 
after the two confused and disordered inter- 
vening years is that the outside public is not 
the helpless public of 1893 or 1873, but is com- 
fortably protected and abundantly able to 
care for its own affairs, but not at all dis- 
posed, even at ‘‘ bargain prices,’’ to try any 
fresh experiments on the stock exchange.

BRITISH MARKET IS NERVOUS. 


Finencial Reviews State That Further 
Difficulties in American Stocks 
Are Inevitable. 

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
[Copvright: 1908: By the New York Herald.] 
LONDON, Aug. 9%—American railroad 

stocks, as usual, have been the barometer 
of Capel court, and the rally that was made 
in Wall street during the latter part of the 
week resulted in a more cheerful view 
being taken here. All authorities, however, 
preach caution, as it is considered evident 
that the recent general weakness of the 
markets here has to be attributed chiefly to 
rervousness with regare to the possible de- 
velopments in New York. | 

- The Statist, for example, says: “‘ We can 
scarcely hope that the trouble is ended and 
the liquidation over after the enormous fall 
in prices that has taken place. A disclosure 
of further difficulties seems to be Inevitable, 
but there are signs that not much further 
relling will be necessary.”’ ;

The Economist says: ‘‘The stock ex- 
change cannot be ealleG happy. These are 
the days when every one is away, and the 
markets should be enjoy:ng a dolce far niente 
of doing nothing and doing it thoroughly 
well. The air of unrest and unease that 
hangs over the house is an insult to August 
traditions, and it comes, without doubt, from 
the financial causes and the anxiety that 
exists across the Atlantic. A crash in Wall 
gireet would inevitably find a vivid refiec- 
tion over here. While it is generally agreed 
that for a long time past there has been no 
big account open in American rails, on behalf 
ot the operator the point is made that large 
lines of Americans aré carried on this side, 
rot in the good old fashioned style, by which 


treir volume could be measured by the deal- 


ers, but pawned with the banks.”’ 
This system of financing speculation ison 

which banks, in their eagerness for profita- 
ble accounts, have been too ready to encour- 
age, and it is predicted that if the so-called 
* Yankee panic ’’ goes on much longer there 
the bankers are likely enough to pay for 
their imprudence. This reason is given to 
show why the American disturbance, which 
ought to be a source of merely academic in- 
terest to London, causes so much anxiety 
here. 


“One thing for which the stock exchange 
is thankful is the cessation of the rumors 
of war between Japan and Russia. These 
sensational reports were a disturbing factor 
which threatened serious danger. Some 
newspaper agencies still harp on the string, 
but in Capel court.the subject barely has 
been mentioned this last week. The 5 per 
cent Japanese bonds are back again in the 
neighborhood of par, but have not yet quite 
regained all they lost during the period when 
the warmongers were rampant. 

“It is difficult to estimate exactly how 
much effect Chamberlain’s proposals are 
having on the markets. It is beyond doubt 
that the trading classes are disinclined to 
employ their money in the stock markets so 
long as the fixed policy of the country is in 
the air, where Chamberlain has placed ti.” 


The Economist, in a leading article, argues 
that the colonial secretary's proposals so far 


are inconsistent with each other. An attempt 
is made to explain the drop in consols, which 
otherwise is inexplicable, by the suggestion 
that the people who had had money invested 
in government securities are selling out. In 
some respects, it is said, the present situa- 
tion recalls the autumn of 1890, which pre- 
ceded the Baring crisis. Then, as now, the 
people who had a presentiment of trouble 
fortified themselves beforehand by turning 
everything they could jnto money. The peo- 
ple of the same class may now be scenting 
possible danger ahead, and, if so, consols 
would be one of the first things they would 
realize on. 


A further fall in New York exchange is in 
sight, the rate being now as low as 4.85%. 
combined with the clearing off by the market 
of its indebtedness to the Bank of England 
this has contributed firmness to the money 
market. 

Referring to the fact that the restriction of 
facilities by the New York banks led to 
fresh efforts to borrow on this side, the 
Economist says that it seems scarcely prob- 
able that these attempts will meet with much 
success, if any, and that margins on col- 
lateral will have to be ample. The Statist be- 
lieves there will be gold shipments to New 
York in the coming autumn, either from 
Paris or London, and there are reports that 
gold will be taken from London even if the 
exchange should not fall further than it is 
at present. The prospects of gold shipments 
to New York are increased, according to the 
same weekly, by the fact that the existing 
prices of American securities are at a tempt- 
ing level and European investors are dis- 
posed to buy of American securities more 
freely than for a long time past. 

‘“Thisisan entirely different position,’’ con- 
cludes the Statist, ‘* to that of previous years, 
when Europe purchased American produce 
by its sales of American securities. This 
year, apparently, Europe will not only buy 
American produce, but it will also buy Ameri- 
can securities, and consequently the ship- 
ments of gold from Europe to New York may 


be large.”

JOHN A. DRAKE HAS TIRED’ OF 
HIGH PRICED YEARLINGS. 
Denies That He Considers Purchasing 
the Belle Mead Farm—Pronounces 
the» Buying of Untried Colts the 
“Greatest Lottery on Earth”’—Re- 
Port That He Will Secure O’Nefi as 
Jockey for Next Season—Today’s 
Entries at Saratoga. | : 


Saratoga, N. Y., Aug. 9.—[Special.]—John 
A. Drake said today: “I have never had any 
thought of buying the Belle Mead farm, and 
I will not be a bidder for it. I would like to 
own it if I were in the breeding business, 
and I would certainly offer a good price for 
it. If I attempted to breed racehorses you 
can be sure I would quit the track as an 
owner of a stable. 

“I have purchased many untried colts. 
It is the greatest lottery on earth. You may 
pay $10,000 for a promising yearling of great 
parentage and may think you have a world 
beater until you start your horse in a sure 
enough race. Your first experience may 
‘prove you have an unreliable brute.with 
not enough heart to carry him to success 
against a common lot of hounds. Then some 
colt picked up without thought of obtaining 
a stake winner may turn out to be a wonder. 
I have known a stable to go two years with- 
out winning a single race, and at the same 
time have stalls filled with horses pur- 
chased as high class yearlings. Then luek 
would turn, and the same stable would de- 
velop astonishing strength. It is the uncer- 
tainty of the sport that gives it so strong a 
hold upon men with red blood in their veins. 

“TI have determined to let otherg develop 
winners. After that is done I will enter the 
market and will purchase when opportunity 
arises, but no more untried colts for me and 
no breeding farm.”
